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1. The repatriation committes for Lebanese Poles ig headed by a Miss Brown, 
om American UNRRA representative attached to the British Consulate in 
Beirut. The member of the committee who represents the Warsaw Government 
is Captain Kogub, and Miss Nawrocka, &@ Pole, is the Secretary. 


3, As many Poles as can be induced to leave Lebanon will go to Poland, 
and the remainder will be taken to England, By the end of February 19:7 
there should be no Poles left in Lebanon except those with official 
permission to stay. However, after one week of work by the committee, 
only 21 Foles signed up to return to Poland. The Committee of Polish 
Citizens of the National Union hae not yet registered with the 
repatriation committee. 


4, Gaptain Koegub is reported to be furtous that more Poles have not yet 
registered for the return to Poland. He had been told that at least 
1800 of then would return, but Minister Sigismond Zawadowski. (of the 
Polish Governnert~in-extle) thinks that the maximum figure will be 100. 


he Henryk Rutkowsil, a pro-Warsaw Pole in Lebanon, has written in his 
Polish lenguage bulletin, "The place of the Poles is not in the colonies 
ov tae coal mines. We lmnow how English labor unions mnistreat Poles, 
and we rejech the misery awaiting Polish emigres in England.” 
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
